Poet-General Puts His War

Borne—Wreathed 
in smoke 
from 


burning forests and exploding mines, 
Fiume today neared surrender to Ita- 
lian soldiers. 


At 10 a. m. today regular troops 


had drawn a tight line around three 
sides of the city. Swarming through 
barricades and slashing wire entan- 
glements, the soldiers edged their way 
through crooked streets until they had 
undisputed possession of a number of 
important structures. 


On the Contrida side of Fiume the 


troops occupied the big Danubia ship- 
building plant, Whitahead 
torpedo 


works, an oil refinery and other struc- 
tures, and their line fronted on the 
city's public gardens. 


On the Grodovic side the regulars 


had reached Monte Calvario. On the 
Eneo side no advance had been made 
and Gen. Caviglias forces faced an ap- 
parently deserted 
stretch in which 


machine guns and snipers* nests were 
concealed. 
Here the regulars were 


delayed by the destruction of bridges. 
The engineering forces were busy con- 
structing makeshift crossings to re- 
place the crumbled masonry. 


Bector Venturio of the .D'Annunzio 


forces and Mayor Giganti of Fiume, 
were ganted a conference with Gen. 
Farrio, Caviglia's chief subordinate. 
They were to confer with the general 
this morning. 


Premier Giolitti was informed by 


General Caviglia. commanding the re 
gulars, that he could expect occupa- 
tion of the city this afternoon. He 
reported progress of his troops im- 
peded by Gabrielle D'Annunzio's tac- 


' tics of mining bridges and streets and 


by sniping, but said his men had oc- 
cupied several important centers in 
the city.

Out in thc harbor dreadnaughts and 


lesser war craft trained their guns on

forces if necessary. Navy officers thus 
far have refrained from bombarding 
the city except for a few shells thrown 
on the barracks 
of Fiumo 
legion- 


naires. 


Caviglia's carbiners found use for 


their war time training. They wert 
forced to advance machine gun and 
snipers" fire to break through barbed 
wire entanglements criss-crossing the 
cobblestone streets. The opposition 
melted away before the steady advance 
of Caviglia's troops. 


Scores of 
wounded were taken 


aboard vessels in the harbor and car- 


, ried across the Adriatic to permanent 


hospitals. The regulars 
were com- 


pelled to withhold their fire except in 
extreme cases, but their advance con- 
tinued. 


Poet Has Many Enemies 


From refugees it was learned that 


D'Annunzio had many bitter enemies 
within tha city. They objected to the 
manner of the legionnaires who, they 
said, treated Fiume 
as a. conquered 


city and gave the civilians no recog- 
nition. They disliked D'Annunzio's 
militarization of civilian employes al- 
BO. Most of the destruction thus far 
has been caused by the legionnaires, 
they said. The poet's troops were ac- 
cused of mining many buildings as 
well as streets and bridges. 


The government prepared for harsh 


punishment of 
D'Annunzio's asg's- 


tants. Fifteen years of imprisonment 
as "traitors" will be meted out to the 
poet's followers. Premier Giol'ttl de- 
clared.

He announced that the Rapallo

Copies of 
tho document were found among the 
advancing forces, but officers denied 
their men had been affected by the 
propaganda.

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THE HOME RULE FAILURE 


Ireland had the new home rule bill for 


a Christmas present. It brought neither 
joy to the receiver nor generous pleasure 
to the giver. Both recognized the futili- 
ty of it. The approval of the measure by 
the house of lords was perfunctory. The 
government knew all the time that the 
Irish would not accept it. 


This bill seeks to create two separate 


Irish parliaments, one to sit in Dublin, 
for Catholic South Ireland, and the other 
in Belfast for Protestant Ulster. These 
two parliaments would correspond to gov- 
ernmental Siamese twins, being joined by 
an Irish council composed of twenty mem- 
bers from 
each body whose function 


would he to harmonize the policies and 
*r-ts of the two. 
^ 


It was hoped by the orgiuators of the 


plan that this council would lead even- 
tually to real unity between the two fac- 
tions, and thus bring Ireland under one 
local system. The domestic autonomy of 
Ireland would be fairly complete, as is 
the case with the other self-governing do- 
minions. The British government would 
reserve only such military, postal, mone- 
tary and other rights as are considered 
necessary to hold the British Empire to- 
gether. 
. 
A few years ago this solution would 


doubtless have been welcomed, 
now it 


seems too law. Mere omission may be as 
great a mistake of statesmanship as guil- 
ty commission. It was the delay of Eng- 
land in recognizing the claims 
of the 


American colonies for self-government, 
more than overt acts of oppression, that 
drove America to revolt. It has been the 
same with Ireland. In a time when hu- 
man rights were more talked of than ever 
before in history, when democracy was 
held up as the ideal of the whole world, 
and especially of Great Britain, the Brit- 
ish government failed to make the obvi- 
ous application to Ireland. Now it is suf- 
fering the inevitable consequences. 


Many apologies may be made for a gov- 


ernment saddled with so huge a share of 
the world's burdens as Lloyd George's 
has been m late years; but the fact re- 
mains that 
one of the most, important 


things was ignored, and now Enland as 
well as Ireland must pay the penalty. 


POWEB FROM WATER 


Waterpowcr development in this eonn- 


1iy. involving an investment of $1,200.- 
000.000 
and producing 
12,000-000 


horsepower is in prospect as a result of 
the Federal Water Power act passed by 
congress last spring. Requests for per- 
mits to start work on reservoirs and dams 
3iave been received from 129 applicants in 
27 states, including Alaska and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 
The projects range 


from a small ten-horsepower plant for a 
colony of summer cottages in Wyoming to 
a huge storage reservoir in the upper Colo- 
rado river which would develop over 3,- 
000,000 horsepower by using these wa- 
ters through a total drop of 2.650 feet. 


Twelve million horsepower means little 


to the average mind. A bulletin issued by 
1he Federal 
Water Power commission 


translates the figures into terms which are 
more understandable and impressive. If 
properly applied, it would furnish suffi- 
cient power for twenty cities the size of 
Chicago. It is 40 per cent more than the 
total present water power development ia 
the United States. It is a third more than 
the total water power capable of being de- 
veloped in the entire area of France, and 
50 per cent of the developed water power 
of the whole world- 


Electric power generated from water 


and transmitted under modern conditions, 
says the bulletin, is the only effective pres^ 
ent substitute for the power generated by 
burning coal. There is no need to review 
the slowly increasing scarcity of coal or 
thf oostlinesB of its production. The ini- 


THE TOLL OF CARELESSNESS 


There were 15,210 persons burned to 


death in this country last year. There were 
17.041 people seriously injured in fires. 
And of those who died or who were in- 
jured 82 per cent were mothers and little 
children. And 92 
per cent of all these 


fires that caused a financial loss of two 
millions of dollars a day were due to care- 
lessness or neglect. 


The facts come from figures just pre- 


sented at the National Fire Marshal's 
Convention by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. In the report it is stated 
that S89 homes are being burned every 
day, at a loss of $289,000, the origin of 
65 per cent of the fires being from trivial 
and preventable causes, dropped matches, 
lighted cigars and cigarets. for instance. 


Perhaps the most significant statement 


made by the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters is that pertaining to school 
bousing and we quote from the report: 


Over 90 per cent of the school houses 


in the United States are veritable fire 
traps. No member of the board of educa- 
tion has done his duty until he has given 
every possible protection to the children 
entrusted in his care. By a careful survey 
of school buildings throughout the coun- 
try it is found that the lesson learned in 
the Collinwood school fire has already been 
forgotten. Boards of education are elected 
to take care of, and are made responsible 
for, the educational system of our coun- 
try, and the welfare of the pupils- 


Like the toll from automobile accidents, 


that resulting from fire is a terrific indict- 
ment of American carelessness. It is bad 
enough when we contemplate the respon- 
sibility which may be assessed to the indi- 
vidual, but it is even worse when we view 
the seriousness of public neglect. Through- 
out the country there are thousands of 
theatres, schools and other buildings of a 
public character which are excessive fire 
hazards to human life. Not until the peo- 
ple view more seriously their duties to 
make the protection of life of prior claim 
to all other considerations will we com- 
mence to reduce the shocking record of 
their neglect

"There is so great menace from ea- 


ia bronchitis: or in the words of the benighted, 
cold settled on the chest." We are speaking 
acute bronchitis, which means the inflammation is 
of limited duration; not of chronic bronchitis, in 
which the trouble is of indefinite duration.

A physician, a nose and throat specialist at that, 


complained of "bronchitis."

Buffered a **naso-pharyngitis" (which means a sore- 
ness or inflammation about the rear hall where the 
nose chambers enter the throat), and later it had 
lescended into the deep bronchial tubes. That was 
;is own feeling. Examination of the chest disclosed 
not a sign. Examination of the throat disclosed an 
inflammation, swelling and copious mucus secre- 
tion about the adenoid body. In short, the doctor 
had simple acute adenoiditis, but his cough came 
from far down in the chest, he felt sure, and there 
was considerable soreness deep in the chest (from 
much coughing), and finally the amount of expec- 
toration made him think he had bronchitis. He had 
been taking treatment directed toward the supposed 
bronchitis, which teaches that even a doctor who 
attempts to diagnose and treat his own ailment has 
i fool for a patient.

kind are rare, and the romantic es- 
cape, from prison at least, ia seldom 
heard of any more.

burrowing his way out of the grounds 
of his estate, as any nigh-spirited mon- 
arch used to do in like circumstances. 
Louis Napoleon got out of a similar 
awkward situation quite naturally by 
strolling out of prison disguised in 
workman's clothes, and carrying a 
plank on his shoulder.

JUVENILE COURTS 


More than 175,000 children were 


brought before courts in the United States 
in the past year. Of these, 50.000 came 
before courts not adapted to handling chil- 
dren's cases. Although every state ex- 
cept one had laws providing for juvenile 
probation, less than half the courts hear- 
ing children's cases actually had proba- 
tion service. 


The majority of the courts failed to make 


adequate investigation of the child's home 
and family circumstances, 
his physical 


and mental condition, and his personal ten- 
dencies. 


Especially in small towns and rural dis- 


tricts the child is still subjected to the un- 
socialized treatment 
which the juvenile 


court was designed to replace. 


However, certain -important • tendencies 


are noted in juVenile court work. The in- 
telligent methods worked out by the best 
courts are being adopted by others. Fa- 
cilities for mental and physical examina- 
tions are being extended. Cooperation be- 
tween the courts and other social agencies 
has been increasing, and in some instances 
social agencies have given the services of 
trained social workers for probation work. 


A further development is indicated in 


the tendency to merge the, case of children 
with those of their families, and to try 
them before "family'' or "domestic rela- 
tions" courts. In this way the child was 
dealt with as a member of his family and 
all the family circumstances are taken in- 
to ae'connt.

'You 
don't dare talk to any one.' 


'"That's true,' he said. *But If 1 


go back I'll be put in irons, and I was 
a trusty.' 


" 'No, not if you give yourself up,' 


I told him. 'I will write to the superin- 
tendent and explain that you are com- 
ing back voluntarily, and ask him to 
give you your old place.'" 
' The man agreed, and here is the sur- 
prising part of the story, to one who 
does not understand prisons and pris- 
oners as Dr. Dudding does. The man 
was not put under guard or hand- 
cuffed. Dr. Dudding told him to come 
back at a certain time. When he came 
he was given a ticket to the jail town 
and a letter which had been obtained 
from the superintendent of the prison 
saying that he was traveling by per- 
mission of the prison authorities. The 
convict was to carry this letter with 
him, for he was wanted bv the noHr-e 


which he desires to send a crowbar to 
a fellow-prisoner. He planned to con- 
ceal the crowbar in a big Bible, but Jt 
stuck out a few inches beyong the

An Ingenious Escape. 


Ton can imagine a modern prisoner 


evolving such a wild plan or a modern 
warden guilelessly bearing unexam 
ined gifts from one cell to another 
Yet the ruse succeeded, and with many 
more breathless adventures, Casanova 
and a fellow-prisoner battered their 
way out of one of the best prisons of 
the eighteenth century. 


In Casanova's day, a prisoner was 


shut up in a fortress six feet thick 
and then left alone to get out any way 
tie liked. Once a day somebody came 
around to see that he was there, and 
after this interruption, digging, rope 
making and other preparations went 
on undisturbed. Now watchful guards 
In the corridors, and walla too thin to 
shut out the noise from pounding, 
seriously interfere with the traditional 
methods of a dramatic escape. 


Once In a great while, indeed, guards 


are still hoodwinked by an audacious 
trick. Some years ago, in Newgate. 
Conn., a very unusual and original de 
parture from prison occurred. 


A prisoner had died, and his body 


was lying in a pine box in the chapel 
ready for buriaL A colored prisoner 
realized the possibilities of that box. 
Pretending illnesa with convincing 
realism at the dinner table, the negro 
waa permitted to leave the room and 
go to his cell unattended. Instead, he 
went to the chapel, removed the body 
from the box and hid it in a corner. 
Then he fixed the nails in the lid so 
that the box would open easily and 
got inside. 


Aftec dinner, three Irish prisoners 


and a guard were sent to get the box.

Ho says that 
he has never failed to convince any 
one who appealed to him of the wis- 
dom of this course—even in caaea of 
escapes from life imprisonment. 


Ho Lost.His Nerve. 


Such an Instance occurred when Dr.

paper of the work of this Dr. Dudding, 
who had been a prisoner himself, and 
came to see him. The man explained 
that *fteen years before ho had, in a 
at of anger, killed a girl who refused 


with their burden, and drove off to the 
cemetery. As they set the box down 
by the grave a moan came from it. 
The men stood staring at it with bulg- 
ing eyes. Then a louder groan arose. 


"Howly murdther!" yelled the Irish 


convicts. "The corpse is aloive!" and 
they tore back to the jail, the guard 
only one step behind them. 


The "corpse" lost no time in coming 


out of his hiding place The guard' 
gun lay where he had dropped it in his 
flight, and the prison wagon was als< 
conveniently left. With these to help 
him, the fleeing convict had a good 
start before the pursuit began and hi 
got away. 


This is an escape after tho pattern 


of medieval affairs.

ture in it. But such tricks are rarely 
planned, let alone executed. Mostly 
prisoners who depart unofficially from 
jail do so by collusion with a guard 
by -force (in small jails, not strongly 
policed), or occasionally by breaking 
their word when given liberties under 
tho honor system.
